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Growers protest change 


of DER water 


Glades area growers decided Tuesday to apply added 
pressure to the State Department of Enviromental Regulation 
(DER) to change or stop a proposed DER water quality rule 
change considered adverse to agriculture all over the state. 

Phil Parsons, a Tallahassee attorney retained by the Florida 
Sugar Cane League to, among other things, keep an eye on 
the rule change, was in the aréa Tuesday to brief the League 
board on the change status. 

While he met with the board, the directors at the meeting 
decided to take two actions, he said, on the matter. 

The League will petition for reclassification of canals in the 
Everglades Agricultural area to an agricultural use 
classification instead of the Conservation and Wildlife 
classification they now have. 

The League also intends to participate in a series of public 
hearings to be held March 1-3 by DER and request the 
hearings be held as a formal proceeding. 

Parsons said a formal proceeding would insure that any 
testimony would be taken under oath and anyone giving 
testimony would be subject to cross-examination. 

*"Things would move along а lot swifter," Parsons said, 
“and the hearings would be more orderly this мау.’ 

Parsons said several local growers also intend to attend a 
meeting on Feb. 8 at the University of Florida, sponsored by 
the Institute of Food and Agricultural Sciences to acquaint 
members of the state agricultural industry about the rule 
change and how it would affect them. 

The rule change came up several months ago in the Glades 
when every city around Lake Okeechobee banded together 
with area agricultural interests to protest some of the

Some of those provisions would prevent the city from 
draining storm runoff water into area canals, would prevent 
the mixing of canal waters with those of Lake Okeechobee or 
any waters from draining ditches in agricultural fields into the 
canals, 

“These water quality rule change hearings in March,” 
Parsons said, ''are probably the most important thing DER 
has ever undertaken and it frankly scares me.” 

He said one of the problems is that so few people who will 
be affected by the rule change are aware of what those effects 
will be. 

For instance, he said Lake Okeechobee, under the rule 
change, would be considered a national. water resource. 

“This would mean, '' he said, ''you can't introdyce any new 
discharge into it unless it's treated so it would have no effect 
on the water quality. It would effectively stop any new 
development, agricultural or otherwise, anywhere along 
bodiés of water which flow into the lake: DEAN. 

“This is one thing everybody's trying to keep quiet," hes, 
said, ''so nothing will be done to stop it from going through. E 
They have the potential of shutting people down or forcing 
them to spend millions of dollars to treat the water...and 
nobody can tell you how to treat it.'" 

Parsons said the canals, along with all the other waters in 
the state, were classified by DER in 1969. He said there is 
only one body. of water in the state, aside from drainage 
ditches in fields, which is now classified for agricultural use. 

“That’s the Miami River from Biscayne Bay to a point two 
miles in downtown Miami. Now, how much agriculture is 
theré is the heart of Miami?" 

When the canals in the agricultural area were originally 
classified for conservation and wildlife, DER staff members 
said the classification wouldn't affect the growers because 
they had no authority to regulate agriculture. 

But they have gained that authority since then, he said. 
“Now, the classification hasn't changed but the criteria and 
enforcement. has. E —— 

‘We've tried to get them to reconsider the classification, '" 
he said, ''because we felt this was an unreasonable

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It has been with increasing 
alarm that I have witnessed the 
coming battle you are waging 

agriculture, both in the 
Ever, and elsewhere across 
the United States. A 

Recent ‘events have indicated a 
strong, well ‘coordinated: effort is 
being made to halt and prevent 
farther backpumping into the 
waters of Lake Okeechobee. 

Your representatives have told 
me they have no doubts as.to their 
ultimate succes in this goal; which 
remains to be seen. They also have 
said they do not intend to hamper: 
life in the Glades as we, the 
residents, know it. ¢ 
Your stated purpose is admirable. 
You say you intend to prevent the 
hypereutrophication of Lake Okee- 
chobee. On this point, I must agree 
with you. I would venture to say I 
utilize this resource as much as, if 
not more, than you. 

But I question if you fully realize 
the rammifications of your actions, 
if they should be realized. Neither. 
am I convinced that backpumping 
is the culprit you claim it to be. 

The whole key to this issue is 
quite simply “Is backpumping a 
‚ significant contributer to the hy- 

pereutrophication of Lake Okee- 
chobee?" 

You know as well as I that 
eutrophication is a natural process 
of agitig and every viable body of 
water is eutrophic to a certain 
extent. Hypereutrophication i$ an- 
other matter entirely, whereby a 
lake is dead from a functional 
standpoint. Lake Okeechobee, I 
think, is far, far from being 
hypereuthropic. 

The first study of Lake Okeecho- 
bee's water was done in 1969. The 
next was apparently carried out in 
1973. More studie! now going 
on and their results should have 
not shown Lake Okeechobee to be 
more euthropic than it was in 1969. 
The death of any body of water is à 


‘indicate any clear trend. 

Backpumping is necessary to the 
Glades in a number of ways. It. is 
ай established method of water 
control which accomplishes its 
designatéd purpose, the storage of 
water in the lake for use during 
dry periods and the prevention of 
flooding during the wet. 

All the cities on the south, west 
and east sides of the ђаке drain or 
pump into canals (during wet 
periods and this water is back- 
pumped into the . Likewise, all 
the agricultural lands around the 
lake pump their water back for 
storage during wet seasons. 

In dry &easons, they withdraw 
from the "Bank" that is the lake for 
irrigation. But the fact is, more 
water is pumped in than is 
withdrawn. Without this pumping, 
the lake's level could fall as much 
as a foot. 


And without this pumping, cities ` 
placed 


and agriculture would be in 
the position of withdrawing with- 
out adding to the account, further 
reducting the lake's level. 

You say you will 
make "adequate * ~ 
our lifestyle v... ... ve interrup- 
,ted. But. yet, neither you -nor 
anyone else has been able to give 
us a viable alternative to back- 
pumping. The one plan I have 
studied is not, in my estimation, a 
viable alternative. It would simply 
mean water would flow south, or 
be pumped south, and lost through 
evaporation and into the ocean.

of city radio problems 


BELLE GLADE-The local police 
chief told the Rotary Club Tues- 
day of serious radio communica- 
tions problems within his depart- 
ment and demonstrated new 
equipment that will help solve 
some of them. 

Chief Bill Mathis gave a few sta- 
tistics on the Belle Glade Police 
Department, noting they handled 
500 pec mur узаг, 
те! each of the 24 patrolmen 
handled 1,000 calls each or an av- 
«ш of three calls рег day. 

le said the department con- 
tains 64 employees, but the major- 
ity are support personnel such as 
disptachers and school crossing 


One of the most. serious prob- 
lems the department has is that it 
shares its radio frequency with 
South Dade and the larger trans- 
mitter to the south overrides Belle 
Glade's. 

He demonstrated this graphical- 
ly, playing a tape of a dispatcher 
who was attempting to send units 
to the scene of an accident. South 
‘Dade constantly interrupted the 
local radio's transmissions. 

The police department and city 
is working on the problem, noted 
Mathis, and have applied for a 
new frequency from the Division 
of Communications. But there are 
only 57 available frequencies in 
the state, he said. , 

Mathis demonstrated the newly- 
arrived PREP system the city has 
purchased. The system consists of 

rsonal radios attached to an of- 

icer’s belt with the microphone 
attached to his collar.. 

With this system, the radio is 

` with the patrolman wherever he 
goes, even when he is not in the 
patrol car answering a call. 

PREP also features a “private 


line,” meaning the radio will ree @

One of those private planes was 
piloted by Martin, who took Ann 
McMillan to the spot where the 
buoy had been dropped.

A 24-year-old Belle Glade man 
who robbed the Big V convenience 
store at Hookers Point last March 
has been sentenced to life in 
prison, Capt. Herb Higdon said. 

Circuit Court Judge James R. 
Adams sentenced Willie McKinzie 
to spend the rest of his natural life 
in prison following a recent trial in 
LaBelle.

Moore Haven refinery to open, says Kirstein 


Glades County's 
economy will get a shot in the arm 
within the next several weeks 
with the expected reopening of 
the Moore Haven Sugar House. 

Although Gulf and Western has 
no plans to activate the sugar mill, 
the refinery will pump $5,000 a 
day into Glades County's economy 
after it resumes full operation, 
Arthur Kirstein, III said in De- 
cember. 

Kirstein, vice president and 

neral manager of the Okeelanta 

ugar Division of Gulf and West- 
егп Food Products Company, said 
the plant would reopen in late 
January and employ 125-135 work- 
ers. 

Pedro Alverez, assistant man- 
ager of Gulf and Western's Okee- 
lanta Food Products Company, 
said Friday, Jan. 27, repairs are 
still being made to the refinery, 
,but that the reopening is basical- 
ly on schedule. 

During each 24-hour period the 
Moore Haven refinery will be ca- 

le of refining 500 tons of sugar. 

he sugar will be sold under sev- 

eral brand names, primarily Flor- 
ida Crystals. 

Kirstein predicted $35,000 to 
$40,000 weekly would be injected 
into Glades County's económy by 
the payroll alone. 

“We've increased the grinding 
capacity of'this mill (Okeelanta) 
from 11,000 tons a day to about 
14,000 to 15,000 tons a day. We in- 


Moore Haven farmers can bring to 
us,” Kirstein said, 

“We want Moore Haven farm- 
ers to expand their cane. When 
we made a contract with Moore 
Haven farmers, we told them they 
are our partners, We want them 
to expand. We want them to get 
healthy,” he said. 

Although the refinery's operat- 
ing schedule has yet to be fixed -- 
it depends on the demand for su- 
gar, its salability and the refin- 
ery's capacity ~ the refinery can 
be operated more flexibly now 
that it operates independsatly of 
the mill. 

The Glades County Sugar Grow- 
ers Cooperative Association of 
Moore Haven, formed in 1961 to 
enable its grower-owners to pro 
cess and -sell home-grown cane, 
voted in February 1977 to sell the 
Moore Haven Sugar House to Gulf 
and Western. 

The cooperative had been 
plagued most of its existence with 
financial problems.
